Navigators on Pacific to Be Aided 
By Admiral Oriental Lines Bureau

ture, in navigating their ships, by 
up-to-the-minute weather reports 
sent from a station I" be operated 
by the. Admiral Oriental Line at 
Seattle. Captain W. C. York, of 
the company's operating staff i> 
now working 0111 plans lor the op­ 
eration of the |uopi <>•(( station.

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Commandern of Admiral Oriental 
Line vessels, with whom Captain 
York has consulted, feel that a 
great deal of this delay might 
have been avoided and can be 
avoided in the future if they were 
constantly informed while at sea 
of actual weather conditions in the 
various steamship lanes. They con­ 
tend that a ship in a zone where 
fair weather prevails, if notified of 
storms being encountered by other 
craft some distance away, would 
be able to so navigate as to avoid 
the worst of the bad weather, and 
thus save very valuable time.

At this time there is no regular 
system of weather reporting on 
the oceans. Skippers wireless the 
Government Weather Bureau as 
they feel occasion requires, and this 
information is in turn broadcasted 
over the ocean, being received, it 
is said, too late in most instances

lo lie of any particular value.
Tiider thi' plans now being per- 

ferled by (lie Admiral Oriental Line. 
its captains at sea, as well as the 
commanders of other vessels with 
whom it will co-operate, will send 
the results of their weather obser­ 
vation at regular intervals, prob­ 
ably twice a day, to the station 
ill Seattle.

With the vessels of the line 
forming a "bridge of ships" across 
I be I'acitic. the Seattle weather 
liend(|iiarters will have at all times 
first-liaud information an to condi- 

! lions in every zone in the regular 
'traffic lanes. Captains will be able 
| in radio this station for the latest 
! news and weather forecasts, in ad- 
jdition to receiving broadcasted data 
concerning prevailing or anticipat­ 
ed conditions in their particular 
area.

The service of the Admiral Ori­ 
ental Lines we:,the:- station will be 
a boon, therefore, to skippers on 
the Pacific and is expected to 
shortly lead to the opening of sim­ 
ilar bureaus on both the Pacific 
and Atlantic coasts.

Although modern liners and 
freight steamships are so con­ 
structed as to be able to success­ 
fully battle the fiercest storms that 
at times spring up practically 
without warning, they can be op­ 
erated more speedily and comfort­ 
ably when their captains are fore­ 
armed with news of what to expect 
in the wav of unusual weather.
